His golden rule is that there are no golden rules.

alternative.

In his works you will find these epigrammatic 
violet-rays:

Any person under the age of thirty, who, having 
any knowledge of the existing social order, is not a 
revolutionist, is an inferior, ; j^

People who believe that truth, purity, unselfishness 
bring happiness do so for the same reason that a poor 
man worships riches, because they have no experience 
of them.

The difference between wisdom and folly has nothing 
to do with the difference between physical age and 
physical youth.

Beauty is all very well at first sight; but whoever 
looks at it when it has been in the house three days? 

't Men are always thinking that they are going to do 
something grandly wicked to their enemies; but when 
it comes to the point, really bad men are just as rare 
as really good men. : . 

The children are all right when they call us grown- 
ups; that is the only difference between .us and them. 

It is dangerous to be sincere unless you are also 
. Stupid.

There is only one religion, though there are a hun- 
, dred versions of it.

  What people call vice is eternal; what they call
